Washington, Jan. 17.™The senate 


committee on commerce today author- 
ized Senator Frye, its chairman, to 
make a favorable report on his ship 
subsidy bill. 
Senator Five's report 


accompanying the bill places the cost 
of the mail subsidy at $4.700,000. 
He says tfhe receipts from ocean mail 
postage will provide $3,000,000 of 
this amount, leaving a deficit under 
the system proposed of nearly $2,- 
000,000. 


Based on. actual navigation of 


American vessels in foreign trade in 
1900, the subsidies proposed would 
amount to $1,072,000. The bounties 
on deep sea fisheries is estimated at 
$175,000. 


The democratic members of the 


committee voted against reporting 
the bill. They also voted solidly for 
a motion offered by Senator Mallory 
to strike out the general subsidy pro- 
vision of the 'bill. 
The committee 


made several amendments to the bill. 
The most important were: Allowing 
mail carrying vessels under the bill 
to be either iron or steel, instead of 
steel only, as originally provided, and 
another reducing to 1,000 gross reg- 
istered tons the vessels receiving a 
bounty under the bill.

TALE GOVERNMENT CABLE. 


Washington, Jan. 17.—The advan- 


tages of government control of the 
projected Pacific cable were presented 
today before the commerce commit- 
te* of the house. Admiral Bradford, 
who has had charge 
of the cable 


soundings; General Gtreely, head of 
the signal service, who has devoted 
much attention to this subject; Cap- 
tain Russell, "who has done much of 
the cable work in the Philippines, 
and Thomas P. Clark, vice president 
of the Western Union. Telegraph com- 
pany, were among those present. 


Mr* Clark said the plan presented 


by the commercial cable company 
contemplated exclusive arrangements 
with the lines in the far east, the ef- 
fect of which would restrict the busi- 
ness to this one line, 
preventing 


competition and such advantages to 
the government and public as would 
accrue from competition. Mr. Clark 
emphasized the prospective commer- 
cial development of the orient and 
American, trade in that quarter and 
emphasized the alleged disadvantage 
that would accrue from any private 
control which would, he said, tie up 
the business for an indefinite period 
and place the far eastern links of the 
cable system entirely under foreign 
control. 


General Greely stated that about 


10,000 miles of cable and telegraph 
were now under government charge. 
He was strongly favorable to gov- 
ernment control of the Pacific project 
and showed the extent to which gov- 
ernments were extending their con- 
trol of cables, 6ne of the recent ex- 
tensions was by Germany on the 
China coast, while France and other 
countries were making similar cable 
extensions. 
General Greely said an 


American cable to the Philippines 
would do much good in Americaniz- 
ing the islands. He cited instances 
of the current news now appearing 
in the Philippines coming by foreign 
cablea, presenting the affairs of Ger- 
many and other countries, but not 
mentioning the most important de- 
velopments in the United States.

Wheoi we first pur- 
posed our property I went to Presi- 
dent Eells, of ,the Port Wayae com- 
pany, at Cleveland, and endeavored 
to negotiate for just such a concea- 
ion, but was informed that the com- 
pany was wilHng to enter into a per- 
manent agreement, but not a tem- 
porary 'agreement. Further investi- 
gation convinced us that our cars can 
not pass upon the tracks of the Fort 
Wayne company. I see that measuie- 
ments are said to (have been made 
whereby it is claimed that there 
would be an allowance of two inches 
between the cars in parsing. One can 
see at a glance that even a slight 
depression in the tracks, or any one 
if a dozen other causes might fcriss 
o produce disastrous results should 
we attempt to operate cars on this 
margin. We do oiot wi^h to be con- 
sidered as in any way unren?onal»le 
r independent in this matter. It is 
, simple business proposition. 
I 


hope to see the terminal matter set- 
tled soon, and a temporary arrange- 
ment, even if it were practicable, 
would only delay the adjustment of *i 
matter that ought to be gotten out of 
;he way now,"

He says the receipts from ocean mail 
postage will provide $3,000,000 of

Based on actual navigation of 


American vessels in foreign trade in 
1900, the subsidies proposed would 
amount to $1,072,000. The bounties

They also voted solidly for 
a motion offered by Senator Mallory 
to strike out the general subsidy pro- 
vision of the bill. 
The committee 


made several amendments to the bill. 
The most important were: Allowing 
mail carrying vessels under the bill 
to be either iron or steel, instead of 
eteel only, as originally provided, and 
another reducing to 1,000 gross reg- 
istered tons the vessels receiving a 
bounty under the -bill.

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Washington, Jan. 17.—The time of 


the cabinet meeting today was large- 
ly occupied in the discussion of the 
formalities to be followed upon th* 
occasion of the visit of Prince Henry 
of Prussia. It is the desire of the 
president to show the prince every 
honor befitting1 him as a prince of 
the royal blcod and as the personal 
representative and kinsman of the 
German emperor. 
But at the same 


time the program is to be as simple 
as possible. Precedents in the case 
of the visits of the prince of Wales 
and the Grand Duke Alexis of Russia 
have been carefully looked up and 
will be followed where applicable, 


THE PROGRAM, 


The prog-ram as far as agreed upon 


is as follows: 


Upon the arrival of Prince Henry 


in New York he will be met by a 
squadron under the command of Rear 
Admiral Evans and national salutes 
of twenty-one guns will be -fired both 
by the warships and the harbor bat- 
tries. Visits of courtesy will be made 
upon the prince by the commander of 
the department of the east and the 
ranking naval officer at New York 
and Assistant Secretary of State Hill 
probably will also formally welcome 
the prince as the special representa- 
tive of the president. 
When 
the 


prince reaches Washington he will 
become the guest of the German am- 
bassador. According to precedent it 
will be the duty of the prince to call 
tipon the president, who. will return 
the visit. A dinner will be given at 
the white house in the prince's honor. 
The details of the program will be 
worked out at the state department 
and when completed will be given 
out there. 


The president also talked with the 


cabinet about his visit next month 
to the Charleston exposition. Pive 
members of the cabinet will accom- 
pany him, as follows: 
Secretary 


Boot, Attorney General Knox, Secre- 
tary Hitchcock, Secretary Wilson and 
Postmaster General Payne. 


A SPECIAL COMMITTEE, 


It was decided that all arrange- 


ments for Prince Henry's reception 
should be confided to a special com- 
mittee, composed of Dr. David Jayne- 
hill, representing the state depart- 
ment; Major General Henry C. Cor- 
bin, representing the United States 
army; 
Bear 
Admiral 
Bobley D. 


Evans, representing the navy, and 
Count A. Von Quadt-Wykradt-Isny, 
the counsellor and first secretary of 
the Gtirman embassy. Col. Theodore 
A. B. Ingham, of the engineer corps, 
will assist General Corbin in the exe- 
cution of the details and other army 
officers will be detailed as necessary. 


Some embarrassment in the pre- 


paration of plans is caused by the 
fact that the day following Prince 
Henry's arrival at New York will 
be Sunday. It will probably not be 
deemed well for the prince and his 
party to travel on Sunday, hence he 
cannot start for Washingtou*on that 
day to pay his visit 
to President 


Roosevelt, for the etiquette of such 
ceremonies requires the first call to 
bs made by the visitor. 


A WESTERN TOUR, 


Pressuie is being brought to bear 


by nearly all the large cities of the 
country to secure the presence there 
in of Prince Henry and the present 
indications are that, after the con- 
clusion of the launching ceremonies, 
the prince will make a rapid tour 
through the country, going as far 
west perhaps as St. Louis. In <case 
this plan is executed the itinerary 
probably will be arranged to allow 
the prince to see the American cities 
having the 
largest 
population of 


Germanic extraction.

A CLASH IN POLICE COURT 


JUDGE LOUTTIT AND OFFICERS 


IN COLLISION. 


Judge Declares Officers are Much Too 


Anxious to Secure Convic- 


tions—Notes. 


There was an interesting episode 


at police court this morning during 
which there was a decided clash be- 
tween the court and the police de- 
partment. 
The 
differences 
<were 


brought about by the following cir- 
cumstances; 
Yesterday afternoon 


John O'Connell, Thomas Smith, John 
Woelsh and Thomas Quinn, laborers 
employed on the construction of the 
New Haven-Butler 
j&ort liiie, re- 


ceived their discharge and their pay 
at the same time and came to Fort 
Wayne to enjoy a vacation and have 
what they were pleased to call a good 
time. The quartet admitted to hav- 
ing had as much fun as the afternoon 
and night would hold and Smith said 
that he did not regret the live dollars 
he let go along the line for booze. 
They confined their operations prin- 
cipally to the saloons in the neigh- 
borhood of the south side depots and 
managed to redxice the visible sup- 
ply to a considerable extent. They 
were at all times 
willing 
to buy 


drinks, but drew the line on feed and 
tried to "bum" several restaurants 
for meals. The liquor having taken 
the anticipated and proper effect the 
men undertook to sleep off their pota- 
tions at the depot waiting rooms. 
They were ordered away from both 
the Pennsylvania and Wabash wait- 
ing rooms and at the request of the 
Pennsylvania station authorities the 
patrolmen on the beat -were requested 
to clear the premises of their pres- 
ence. 
Officers -Borgman and Collins 


told the men they should leave; told 
them to go to bed and later run them 
in. 


This morning Thomas Quinn, who 


was still drunk and nearly took the 
door frame with 'him as he tried to 
leave the court room, pleaded 'guilty 
to being drunk, said -he was sorry and 
wanted to leave town and was given 
until 6 o'clock tonight to get away. 
John O'Connell, who was still 
so 


drunk that he could not have left 
town if he had been given an oppor- 
tunity, was sent over for eleven days 
and Thomas Smith and John Woelsh, 
who said that there wasn't enough 
whisky outside of bonded warehouses 
to make them drunk, were let go. Of- 
ficers Borgman and Collins protested 
against the 'acquittal of whom they 
considered the toughest two members 
of the gang. 
These men were the 


ones who had attempted to hold up 
the restaurant keepers and had open- 
ly begged money on the streets from 
passers, as was shown by -corrobora- 
tive evidence; both officers swore that 
the men were intoxicated when ar- 
rested. 


The judge retorted by saying that 


there was too much inclination on 
the part of officers to secure the con- 
viction, whether the arrested parties 
were guilty or not, and said that he 
was running that court and did not 
consider an officer's oath any better 
than any other persons. This state- 
ment created some stir both among 
the officers present and the lofbby, 
the two policemen referred too ex- 
plaining that there was no induce- 
ment for them, to make arrests un- 
der such a ruling except after war- 
rants had been placed in their hands; 
that there was no object for them 
to make arrests, deliver their prison- 
ers to the polioe station and lose a 
half day's sleep cnext morning if their 
evidence 
relating 
to their sworn 


duties -were to ."be put in the balance 
•with that of professional hoboes who 
had nothing to lose and everything 
to gain by pleading not guilty. The 
incident closed by Judge Louttit de- 
claring that he was still the judge. 


Speaking of the matter, Superin- 


tendent Gtorsline said: "I am sorry 
the thing occurred and at the risk 
of being reprimanded I will say that 
I think Judge Louttit was entirely "in 
the wrong. Of course he is the sole 
judge of the evidence, but I want to 
say that if those officers had refused 
to make the arrests after they were 
called upon 
by the , Pennsylvania 


company's employes I would have 
had them on the carpet and would 
have found out the reason why. Of- 
ficers are not 
airxious to make un- 


warranted arrests, but when their 
honest efforts are held, in contempt 
by the police judge there is abso- 
lutely no encouragement for them to 
perform their plain duties," 


John Berry, a veteran at the court 


of justice 'bar and some others, was 
fined $5 and after he remarked that 
he <was just out of fives the station- 
master invited him into a seat in the 
city carriage.

light.

rudely awakened by the succession 
of shocks as the steamer pounded on 
the bar. Signals of distress were 
immediately" blown and the life sav- 
ing crew quickly responded.

ning their mortar out on the pier, 
the life savers shot a lin« to the 
wreck. 
A heavier 
line was then 


hauled aboard and when day broke 
•there was a line 
200 feet 
long 


stretched from the pier to the No. 3 
and the breeches buoy apparatus was 
ready for use. 


A THRILLING RESCUE. 


Over this line nine passengers, four 


of whom were women, and the crew 
of thirty were safely taken in -the 
breeches buoy in two hours. It was 
a thrilling rescue. 
As the people 


were drawn along the rope the great 
waves broke over them anil all were 
drenched by the icy water'when they 
arrived on the pier. 


The boat was loaded with £5,000 


bushels of barley and 200 tons of 
merchandise. 
The 
stranding 
oc- 


curred at almost exactly the same 
spot where the car ferry -MDuskegon 
struck and was wrecked three weeks 
ago. 
The Pere Marquette 
officials 


have hopes of saving No. 3 and her 
cargo, but there is great danger that 
the boat will go to pieces if the high 
sea continues. 


Capt. Frank Dority, who was the 


last man to leave the vessel in the 
buoy, says that the rudder stock was 
twisted by the large seas that were 
rolling and the steering gear refused 
to work. The steamer lost her head 
and rolled in the trough.of the sea 
until she struck.

nine feet of water. 
The nine pas- j 


sengers and the crew were taken off 
ths wrecked craft by the life saving 
crow with their breeches buoy appa- 
ratus. The No. 3 lies 150 feet from 
the end of the north pier and 200 
feet from the shore, with the great 
waves dishing over her deck. 
She 


is already a mass of ice. 


The accident occurred before day- 


light. 
Passengers and 
crew were 


rudely awakened by the succession 
of shocks as the steamier pounded on 
the bar. 
Signals of distress were 


immediately blown and the life sav- 
ing crew quickly responded. 
Run- 


ning their mortar out on the pier, 
the -life savers shot a line to the 
wreck. 
A heavier 
line was then 


hauled aboard and when day broke 
•there was a line 200 
feet 
long 


stretched from the pier to the No. 3 
and the breeches buoy apparatus was 
ready for use. 


A THRILLING RESCUE. 


Over this line nine passengers, four 


of whom were women, and the crew' 
of thirty were safely taken in -the 
breeches buoy in two hours. It was 
a thrilling rescue. 
As the people 


were drawn along the rope the great 
waves broke over them and all were 
drenched by -the icy water when, they 
arrived on the pier. 


The boat was loaded with °25,000 


bushels of barley and 200 tons 
oi 


merchandise. 
The 
stranding 
oc- 


curred at almost exactly the same 
spot where the car ferry Muskegon 
struck and was wrecked three weeks 
ago. 
The Pere Marquette 
officials 


have hopes of saving No. 3 and her 
cargo, but there is great'danger that 
the boat will go to pieces if the high 
sea. continues. 


Capt. Frank Dority, who was the 


last roan to leave the vessel in the 
buoy, says that the rudder stock was 
twjsted by the large seas that were 
rolling and the steering gear refusec 
to work. The steamer lost her heat 
and rolled in the trough 'Of the sea 
until she struck.

HOW A0RBEMENT WAS BROKEN. 


The exact cause of the break in the 


anti-pass agreement is due, it is said. 
to the position the Wabash took in 
the matter, which was driven to the 
measure much against the wishes of 
the officials of too road, but when the 
officials of the Toledo, St. Louis and 
Western rejected the anti-pass agree- 
ment and announced it would issue 
exchanges the popularity of that old 
and much abused line suddenly be- 
came enormous, says the Indianapolis 
Journal. Freight men and passenger 
men who would not have sent a ton 
of freight over that road once a week, 
began sending it over the line by car- 
loads, and also every possible passen- 
ger that could be induced to go that 
way* 
The competition became too 


strong for the Wabash, and the only 
thing it could do to get back into 
the good graces of the soliciting force 
wa* by issuing passes. 
The power 


shown by the local agents was a great 
surprise, it is stated, to th« ruling 
powers, but the abolition of exchange 
passes, even though for only a few 
days, will not have been without 
some benefit in the correction of 
abuses which have gradually crept 
into the system. It :s a veil-known 
fact, however, that a large number of 
petty railroads, witflx an array of of- 
ficials x>£ten larger than that of some 
of the big trunk lines, were prin- 
cipally responsible for these abuses. 
Exchange passes for tfcese officials 
were requested annually from the big 
railroads and granted, without ade- 
quate return, as passes over smaller 
roads 
were 
practically 
useless, 


Passes will be exchanged among all 
the principal railroads probably in 
the near future, and it will be found 
that the lines will be sharply drawn 
so far as minor roads are concerned. 
In commenting on the exchange pass 
abolition President Ingalls, of the Big 
Tour, is quoted as saying that when* 
ever and wherever the exchange sys- 
tem seems required the old exchange 
system will be resorted to, 
"We 


don't expect to exchange to any con- 
siderable extent, at any rate with a 
far-away lino that has no special in- 
terest in traffic in our region and in 
whose territory we have no direct in- 
terest."

Michigan City, In4., Jan. 17.— 


Bent with age and the toil of years, 
Ha hands stained: with the blood of 
his wife, honryheadsd old John 
Blttard marched to the gallows in 
Michigan City prison a few minutes 
past midnight and atoned for the 
cold-blooded crime on the black en- 
gin* of death. The aged murderer 
met his doom with an attempt to 
preserve the stoical demeanor that 
has characterized him since he tried 
to end his life after slaying his wife 
at Marion eighteen months ago. Sup- 
ported by I>eputy Warden Barnard 
and & guard, he approached the scaf- 
fold with a tread not of the firmest 
mud declined the privilege of making 
a statement on the gftllows* 


When -the guards quickly bound 


his hands and feet with straps- the 
doomed man's face turned livid, and 
*s th« aged murderer's single eye 
swept -the death chamber with a look 
3x)th of dumb appeal and stubborn 
defiance, (his mouth twitched ner- 
vously. The flightless aocket, the 
uuark of his attempted suicide over 
ibis wife's dead body, gave the drawn 
end wrinkled visage the appearance 
of death itself as the gray beard of 
the old fellow waa swept beneath the 
felack cap. 


SHOOTS DOWN TO DEATH. 


In an instant the noose was ad- 


justed, (the rope was pulled and the 
trap was sprung, 
and when the 


weight of human flesh had tested the 
rtrenfrth of the seven feet of hang- 
anin's tope th* gallows had claimed 
its prey Murderer Rinkard's neck 
was broken aiid death was almost in- 
stantaneous* 
The swaying 
body 


dangled for a moment in front of 
Prison Physician Dr. Bros* H. Home, 
until he grasped the pulse of the 
dying man and placed a phoenetele- 
groph over the doomed murderer's 
heart. With bowed head he listened 
as the heart fluttered more feebly and 
in tight minutes the body was low 
ered to the ground, 


Binkaid was taken from his cell at 


12:09 o'clock and the march to the 
scaffold was begun. He mounted the 
scaffold and stepped forward to the 
center of the trap, where he stood 
motionless while the straps were be- 
ing adjusted. 
At exactly 
eleven 


minutes past the midnight hour the 
drop fell, and three minutes after- 
ward I>r. Home pronounced him dead 
Rinkard was accompanied during the 
•brief march to his death "by Warden 
»eid, Deputy Warden Barnard, Chief 
Clerk Lewis, Dr. Home, Dr. W. J. 
Hill, the assistant physician, Chap- 
lain Henderson and lour guards 


IJEFT A LETTER. 


Rinkard left a letter to his old 


f riend, the Rev. Constantine M. Shu- 
gart, of Marion, with the request that 
it be not opened until after his death. 
The letter was ramJbling and incohe- 
rent In it he gave directions for the 
disposal of his body and expressed 
sorrow for tine fcrime. 


Rinkard's last day was spent as 


the other days have been spent since 
his 
confinement began. 
That he 


feared his impending fate was evi- 
dent by his remarks to the chaplain, 
which were few. He eagerly accept- 
ed the ministrations of the clergy- 
man who was with him almost all 
day and night, until he was taken 
ffrom his cell. He listened attentive- 
ly to the reading of the Bible, pray- 
ers and spiritual consolations, and 
then said: 


"I don't deserve to hang. I killed 


her, but she wouldn't live with me." 


The chaplain 
spoke to the aged 


murderer about his army experience. 
Rinkard wad a private in the Fifty- 
•ftfth Ohio infantry during the civil 
war, seeing much hard service. The 
chaplain led OGLinkard to think that 
the ordeal would be no worse to face 
than the bullets and cannon of the 
confederate army. 
WNDBMNBD MAN SLEPT WELL, 


Rinkard slept well Wednesday 


night and at* his meals heartily 
yesterday. 
The prison 
physician 


ww him but found it unnecessary to 
prescribe for the old -man. The death 
warrant was read 
to Rinkard by 


Warden Reid 
at 11 o'clock, after 


which final preparations were rapidly 
completed for the last act, Binkard 
irtv provided with a new black suit, 
w**oh he donned without much show 
ef trepidation.

confined in the Wabask county jail, 
Rinkard made &n unsuccessful at- 
tempt to commit suicide. The trial 
was conducted before Judge &hively 
and lasted several weeks. The jury 
iptuined a verdict on Fab, 19, after 
a ftrw hours' 'deliberation, finding 
Rinkard guilty of murder in the first 
degree- and fixing his punishment at 
death. 


The evidence showed th#t Rinkard 


pos'sessed an ungovernable temper

Paris now possesses a "zoological 


cemetery," situated on a smalt island

One takes th« 
form of a Corinthian pillar, on the 
top of which the defunct 
dog is 


shown reposing on & cushion under a 
gorgeous canopy.

Dr. Fralick of New York has concoct- 


ed a fluid which he believes will prove 
successful in ctttiug consumption.

According to 
those who witnessed the experiment, 
the effect of the fluid ou each pat I cut 
was the same* The face flushed, as if 
there had been a msli of blood to the 
head; the pulse became stronger, the 
eyes brightened, and the lingers an$ 
toes became warm. This indicated, 
the doctor said, that the fluid had ex> 
tended to the extreme parti o^ the body. 
The iufusiou made the patient per- 
spire. 


Dr. Pralick h'ns been working on his 


cure for tuberculosis for eight years. 
He says iu a rcceut interview: 


"I hare beeu experimenting with a 


fluid containing properties similar to 
those exlstiug in the normal blood. 
This fluid contains compounds that de- 
stroy all known disease germs almost 
instantly, audv while its action is an- 
tagonistic to objectionable organisms, 
at the same time it will intensify and 
Increase the desired properties of the 
blood. 


"This is the first time in the history 


of medicine that a material has been 
infused into the blood which contains 
compounds that antagonize the germs 
of disease. In fact, every capillary is 
flushed and every cell fed with a most 
potent and Iu every way desirable en- 
emy to unnatural conditions.*' 


i)r. Fralick says he is not prepared at 


present to divulge the components of 
the fluid. In the demonstration he first 
bared the arm of the patient and laid 
open a vein, The fluid was then in 
fused through a eanula. Sixteen ounces 
of the fluid at a temperature of 10G de- 
grees were infused iu each case. 


Dr. Fralick says that when, the fluid 


flows through the reins a compound 
forms and nascent oxygen is liberated. 
Two cancer patients, Dr. Fralick says, 
have been treated successfully with 
the fluid. 


GAS MADE FROM AIR. 


Claimed Th*t O*r**n Proc«»» Will 


Revolutionise Metal Tradei. 


According to M. Raoul Pictct, the fa- 


mous Swiss inventor, his latest discov* 
ery in regard to the manufacture of ox- 
ygen gas will revolutionize the metal 
trades of this country and indeed will 
have an important influence on most of 
our Industries. 


Briefly the invention'consists of tak- 


ing oxygen out of the atmospheric air 
by physical weans and not by a chem- 
ical process, as at present. - The iu* 
ventor claims that byt UMs-process the 
cost of oxygen will be very much lesi 
than a farthing fter'cutito foot, which, 
compared with present prices, IB in the 
proportion of farthings to shillings. 


The process will be applied to metal- 


lurgy, chemistry, lighting and public 
health. For lighting purposes the oxy- 
gen wilj,be mixed with .water gas and, 
it is said, will give a ranch better light 
at a much lower price; It has great 
heatiug properties and can be used for 
smelting all ore containing gold and 
other refractory ores. The process, it 
is eaid, will be much cheaper than any 
present one for sanitary purposes. The 
oxygea can be put into large rooms, 
schools, theaters, and so forth, and by 
this means the air will be rendered 
much purer.

says Dr, Dreyfus, the celebrated scien- 
tist, ''and we have every confidence iu 
it being alt that Professor Pictet says 
it is. He is a man who inspires confi- 
dence, and that he is very able has 
been proved by his work in the con- 
struction of low temperatures." 


Itutrttment For Soil Stndy* 


The division of soils of the United 


States departmeut of agriculture bas 
just described a new instrument now 
in use for investigating the properties 
of soils. The new apparatus is an elec- 
tric affair. It registers & half dozen or 
more various soil properties. 
This 


method depends upon the principle 
that the lesistance otfeicd to the pass* 
age of au electric cunent from one 
carbon plate to another buried in the 
soil depends upon the amount of mois- 
ture present between the carbon plates 
or electrodes, 


Unique Educational Method. 


A novel method of teaching the 


French language by the phonograph Is 
beiug attempted in England. Several 
prominent French piofessors are de- 
voting their energies to preparing pho- 
nograph cylinders carrying French les- 
sons upon them.

vheel. The large pipe serves uot only 
as a bed for the motor, but also as a 
reservoir, m the middle part, for gaso- 
Jiue, and as exhaust chambers at its 
front and rear ends, one chamber for 
each cylinder, respectively. 


Although the driving devices are de- 


signed primarily for a mowing ma- 
chine, the motor Is adapted to a va- 
riety of purposes. By simply disen- 
gaging the cutting apparatus it may be 
itsed as a portable agricultural engine 
for drawing loads about the fanav 
grinding feed, pumping ttater, sawing 
wood, or any other purpose for which 
an engine is valuable. 


Palestine long bas beeu considered 


interesting solely as "the Holy Land/' 
and the only trade which lias sought to 
exploit it has been tbat of the "person- 
ally conducted" tour. But this may be 
changed soon, for valuable mineral de- 
posits have been discovered beneath 
the historic soil. A German mining en- 
gineer in Palestine bas written home 
as follows: 


"Valuable mineral treasures hate re- 


cently been discovered in Palestine, ao 
it is safe to say that the industrial 
awakening of the Holy Land is no lon- 
ger a dream. It is true that the greater 
part of the once flourishing country 
a barren desert. The lines of commu- 
nication are miserable, and traffic ia 
unsafe, aside from the one railroad 
from Yafa to Jerusalem. 


"The newly discovered mineral de- 


posits lie on both sides of the Jordan 
and the Dead sea* The salt deposits 
of the Dead sea could be developed 
into an industry. The waters hold 
chlormagnestum, brom-dfegnesium and 
callsalt. Aside from this, there are the 
bituminous chalk springs of Nebl Mu- 
•a, which contain from 30 to 40 pei 
cent of asphalt. 


"The most important of all the de- 


poeitis let phosphate. As is well known, 
natural 
calkphosphate, phosphorite 


and coprolite are necessary for the 
production of superphosphates. This 
latter composition and sulphur form 
the most important ingredients in the 
preparation of artificial manure* At 
present the phosphate mines of Florida 
almost supply the world's demand. 


"The immense fields of phosphate to 


the cast and west of the Jordan need 
only better tueaas of traffic and com* 
municatlou in order to insure their de- 
velopment This, it would seem, is not 
far distant, as the Turkish government 
is planning a continuation of the Yafa- 
Jerusalem railroad, and steamboats are 
already plying the Dead sea/'

of an international technical diction- 
ary to be published in English, French 
and German. Its aim is to secure-ex- 
haustive completeness in technical 
words and expressions, exactness in 
translation and uniformity ia usage.

The aged murderer 
met his doom with an attempt to 
preserve the stoical demeanor that 
has characterized him since he tried 
to end his life after slaying his wife 
at Marion eighteen months ago. Sup- 
ported by Deputy Warden Barnard 
and a guard, he approached the scaf- 
fold with a tread not of the firmest 
And declined the privilege of making 
a statement on the gallows.
